President Arthur was ."il years old 
rereiilly. lie was boiu Octobers. 
18;iO. lOx-I'resideiit llaycs was boi'n 
October 4, 1822. The only other 
President born in October was John 
Adams, who was born on the 18th 
and was 62 years old when ho was in- 
augurated, (iartield, Pierce and Polk 
were born in November; Andrew 
.Johnson and Martin \'an Durcn in 
liecember; Millard Killmore in Jan- 
uary ; Abraham Linooln, William II. 
Harrison and George TVasliington in 
Fobuary; Jackson, Tyler and Madi- 
son in March :(;rant, Uuchanan, Mon- 
roi; aiiil .letl'ersoii in April; John 
(^limy Adams in .Inly; Zacliary 
Tay lor in September. As to deaths 
(lai field died in September; Johnson 
Van Burcu, Taylor, Monroe, Jeflinr- 
aon and John Adams in July; Lin- 
coln and Harrison in April ; ISuchaii- 
an. Polk, Jaekson and iSIadison in 
Juno; Pierce in October; Fillnioiv in 
March ; Tyler in.laiiuary ;,I()hii (^nin- 
cy Adams in February and George 
Wushintfton in December. Uraiit 
was our youMoost President, having 
been 47 years old at the time lie was 
iiiaugurntcd. Franklin J'ioi'ce came 
next, al tlic ai;c of 111. Then came 
(iarlield, Fillmore and Polk, each 50. 
Then Tyler and Arthur, both 61 years 
old, and both Vice-Presidouts sue- 
coedlng to tho Presidency by the 
death of Presidents. Abraham Lin- 
coln was 52 when inaugurated. 
James Madison 54, Hayes and Van 
Huron 5.5, Andy .lohnson 57, Jetl'er- 
son and John (iuincy Adams ,"j8 ; 
George A^asliiugton 59, Andrew 
Jaokson 62, Zachary Taylor, 73, John 
Adams C5, James Buchanan 66 and 
William II. Harrison 68. Of these 
men, (iarlield, Grant, I'ierco, Taylor 
Polk, Harrison, Jackson and Wash- 
ington bore the title of General and 
hud military reputations. All of 
them had been in the Governinont 
employ in some capacUr before their 
nomiuatlou, and some, such a Van 
Bureu, JoQ'crsOll, ^Munroe and ibc 
two Adamses had years of training 
in tho cabinets preceding them. John 
C^uinoy Adams rocoived a salary from 
the United StatoB Goveraineut for 69 
}OftrR, and the sura total must havo 
auioiintedto !f,)0O,000. At tho close 
o( his i>resiilciilial term he had 52 
years orolli>;a-holiliiig, and hissalary 
had aggregated .|l'i5,tKX); still he had 
17 years of Congress after this, and 
died at the Capitol at a oougressional 
session. At the age of I-* he went to 
Itussia as tho private seci-otary of the 
jVmerloan liegation, and he was in 
after years Minister to England, Ger- 
many, Portugal, Russia and the Neth- 
erlaud.
